A DISPLAY OF GOOD SENSE. 


The miners of District No. 2 are to be congratulated 


on their common sense, a quality which is seldom dem- 
onstrated when an issue arises between capital and 
labor.

THE PRIMARY STRUGGLE.

promises and pledges of men whose personal ambitions 
are stronger than their desire or ability fittingly to serve 
Clearfield county in the legislature. 


This paper has taken tiie position that what a man 


stands for in the matter of legislation depends more upon 
the man than upon the principle. We have had exper- 
ience with proponents and opponents on the question of 
local option. 
Most of the men who have sought

business of his term as a legislator. 


The Progress has been known since its establish- 


ment three years ago as an advocate of prohibition. 
a^iat policy is not changed in the slightest degree because 
we feel that the men who receive the paper's support for 
the- legislature must be broad-guaged enough to carry 
moire than a single idea ki their heads. Quite on the 
contrary, we are strongly in favor of prohibition, and 
would unhesitatingly support to the limit any man who, 
combining other qualities necessary to the proper un- 
derstanding of his duty as a legislator, declared himself 
in favor of state—or nation-wide prohibition. Of the 
wisdom of local option we are not so certain, and there- 
fore take no part in that discussion at this time. 


It is a duty you owe to yourself and your county to 


inquire carefully into the mental and moral qualifica- 
tions of the men you support for the legislature. It is 
plainly a duty to consider that a legislature composed 
solely of pros and antis that, without regard to other 
qualifications, would soon put the affairs of Pennsyl-

A DISPLAY OF GOOD SENSE. 


The miners of District No. 2 are to be congratulated 


on their common sense, a quality which is seldom dem- 
onstrated when an issue arises between capital and 
labor. The Philadelphia scale is just, and its acceptance 
by the men insures measurable prosperity to the men 
themselves, the operators and all other industries which 
depend upon this section of the bituminous fields. 


THE PRIMARY STRUGGLE. 


As is customary at this season, when politicians are 


putting forth a last effort to win the favor of the voters, 
the things that really count in the matter of selecting 
representatives for service in the state assembly are sub- 
ordinated to the petty, inconsequential and meaningless 
promises and pledges of men whose personal ambitions 
are stronger than their desire or ability fittingly to serve 
Clearfield county in the legislature.

ment three years ago as an advocate of prohibition. 
a^iat policy is not changed in the slightest degree because 
we feel that the men who receive the paper's support for 
the- legislature must be broad-guaged enough to carry 
moire than a single idea ki their heads. Quite on the 
contrary, we are strongly in favor of prohibition, and 
would unhesitatingly support to the limit any man who, 
combining other qualities necessary to the proper un- 
derstanding of his duty as a legislator, declared himself 
in favor of state—or nation-wide prohibition. Of the 
wisdom of local option we are not so certain, and there- 
fore take no part in that discussion at this time.
